Carbon monoxide poison, 
caused by faulty gas fixture in- 
Stallations caused the recent 
death of John Kampfier, 32, of 
11322 93 street, a coroner's jury 
found at an inquest in the police 
station Wednesday. The jury add- 
ed a rider recommending that: 
“There be instructions by the city 
that no gas be turned on until fix- 
tures have been inspected.”

While there have been many 
theories advanced as to the prob- | 
able cause of neuritis, | consider 
that the most important cause 
a toxic condition of the body. When 
the poisons developed from faulty | 
habits of living collect around a 
nerve or nerves, they set up suffi- 
cient irritation to produce the pain | 
characteristic of neuritis The 
toxins which do the damage often 
come from an intestinal toxemia, 

The poisons causing neuritis are 
very similar to those producing | 
rheumatism—of the rheumatic tox- | 
ins accumulate around a muscle, | 
they induce muscular rheumatism, 
but if they locate around a nerve 
the resulting effect is called neu- | 
ritis. 

Another possible cause of neu- 
ritis is an impoverished diet. When |

Some of the secondary 
tributing causes of neuritis 
abscessed teeth, sick tonsils, and 
sinus trouble, Such focal infec 
tions may not be causing any pain) 
of themselves but the poisons 
absorbed from them may be carried 
through the system until they 
affect sume nerve or group of 
nerves, Other contributing causes 
are the absorption of arsenic or 
lead 

The chief thing to keep in mind 
is that the presence in the blood 
stream of irritating materials is the 
fundamental of neuritis 
When the patient realizes this, it 
is not so difficult for him to realize 
that ultimate recovery depends 
mainly upon the removal of such 
waste materials, For permanent re- 
lief the patient must depend upon 
cleansing’the body of accumulated 
toxins, upon using the rig'' diet 
and upon keeping the intestinal | 
tract clean, While the application | 
of heat will usually provide tem. | 
porary relief from the pain of neu 
ritis, this measure is not enough to 
bring lasting help
